of Josiah Wedgwood, the great 28th 
Century ceramijc artist, is yet styled 
along lines which make it compativie 
with the best of our modern schemes. 

In ivory, on a background of Wedg- 
wood blue we can visualize these 
pieces upon a Queen Anne, dressing 
table, perhaps. accompanied by a vase 
or lamp of Sheffield silver and bottics 
of etched Swedish glass, with nearby 
window draperies of old blue and ivory 
brocade. 

A third classic motif with a modern 
flavor hag beén designed by Vera Cook 
Salomonsky as a reflection of the 
boudoir appointments found at Mal- 
maison in the palace of the Empress 
Josephine. The smart, angular sil- 
houette of the design in Colonial buff, 
green or Napoleon blue is appropriate 
to the modern trend, the while it is 
particularly suitable for use with early 
American or Empire decorative schemes. 

We discovered it in an Empire set- 
ting upon a dressing table of antique 
ivory, green and gold, with green 
Venetian glass bottles and amber lamps 
as accenting color notes. The walls 
were papered in a criss-cross design 
typical of the period, the floor covered 
with a soft green rug of deep pile 
mohair, and draperies were of gold- 
toned gauze. 

We might go on indefinitely plan- 
ning boudoir schemes and suiting ac- 
cessories to them, for among these new 
things there are countless intriguing 
designs to tempt us—mottfs from the 
Orient developed in the jade and silver 
or Mandarin red and gold typical of 
old Ming pieces; a modern adaptation 
of an ancient Greek design which 
might have been found on the marble 
tcilette of. an Anthenian lady; severe 
modernist patterns in silver on aqta- 
marine, and many others lie in wait 
for us. 


But the point of our discussion lies 
not so much in variety as in the mat- 
ter of good taste, and the fact that to- 
day; if we would be up to date; we may 


hot neglect a single detail in the deco- 


tative scheme of the home. The hand 
of the artist has reached down into the 
nethermost corners of the house and 
substituted for ugly black or. colorless 
white pots and pans, utensils of ex- 
quisite color and shaping; pried into 
the secrets of our closéts and added 
beauty and color to mere orderliness; 
surveyed our dressing tables—“the soul 


of the boudoir,” in the poetic: phrasing ° 


of the voulevards—and decreed that 
here, where we may express much that 
is purely personal, we shall do so in 
terms of exquisite harmony. 

It is as though the mode said to us: 
“These lesser items of the household 
—the bric-a-brac, the cughions: and 
pictures, fittings for the dining room, 
bedroom and bath—look to them care- 
fully, for they are tell-tale things to- 
day. Subtle changes have been at work 
among them refining, simplifying, 
making them te the home what acces- 
sories are to the French woman’s toilet 
—seals that stamp the ensemble as up 
to date or franklv out.”
